I then pointed 
out to Craigie that tiere soceisd to be an over-anxiety on the 
part of Britain about the orientation of Japan's policy, that 
various reports were reaching us that 3Srivain and tae United 
Stetes had taken up o coudined ecti.n against Japan, that this 
was inciting Janan's public opinion, causin, doubt and fear 
and giving viss to tie orgwients in soae querters that Japan 
aust take souje counter-iaccsures to acct tais situation, and 
this would lead to iisunderstanding on bots sides. I further 
told Craigie thut so longs as tacy rsfrainee frou taking any 
such provocative attitude agaiast us we would under no 
circuwistances initict. action that would lead to anxicty on the 
pert of 3ritain sné the United states, that tisunderstendings 
by cither party ars the aost dangerous factors, and that we 
wishcd to do ¢cverytring possidle to eliaincte thes, and urged 
that England reconsider. I also cxplainca to lin that the 
wajor object of the Tripartite Pact was the li iitation of the 
warfare in Lurorps aad encourase ient. of a pecceful settle.ient. 
Also unéer strict secrecy I aads it clear to Lin that, at the 
mo..ent of signin, of tho pact Geraany had stress2% her desire 
to avoid provoxin, the United vtates dnd especially to avert 
Jananesc-anerican hostilitics as fur us vossible, Negotiations 
for the pact were carricd out on the basis of tic ubove. I 
told hia that I .uysclf did not coubt Geruany'"s real intention, 
that the above scoucd to as to vo consistent wits her real 
intercst, but that Jopan's policy also was bdassd oa this, and 
that she would continue to act along tris course. 


Cruigie then, in response, questioned whether I could 
chock the so-cullsd soutnward marca of Japan, views on which 
vere so activs et tuc wouent in Japan. furtner, Craigie 
raisce a cusry as to waether Japan did not sxyect exorbitant 
coiwensation for icr role .s a aediator of the Slau-french 
Indo-China conflict, I assurcd nia as to Japan's southward 
advence that I would try to check it to the best of wy ability, 
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but as for ths Siai-!rench Indo-Ching affeirs I preferred 
to indicate Japan's reel intentions by actual fact rather 
than by waking sxycuses in words, and further, that as far as 
I .iyesl? wes Concsrned, tie greatest rewaré was the restora- 
tion of Peacc, with waich « would be Satisficd. I told hia 
Oclieved thit tiis was the first step toward realizing 
World peuce which was Jvapen's idcal since the beginnings of 
tac netisn; and I expluined to hiu in detail Japan's policy. 
I added thet pines tacre exists a close intiuacy between the 
Forcign wecretary and uayself since our days in Geneva I hae 
expressed my views outspokenly in wy wcuorandwa addressed to 
hia, but in regard to that part which concerns arbitration 
for Luropcan peace, this had nothing to do with Geruany and 
Itsly, snd that I ned “lerely stated tie belief which I've 
alvays licld. The cONnVersstion betwecon vraiszie and siyself 
lastcd for about two hours, ené he seeucé quite relieved 
when he left,
